WHAT THE GULF | 
WATERWAY MEANS TO | 
THE MIDWEST. 


Lachlan Macleay, secretary of the Mississippi 
Valley association, reminded his andience in Ham- 
mond, Ind., recently of the benefits to be expected 
from the opening of the gulf waterway. He hopes | used 
to see a nine foot channel from Chicago to New 
Orleans available for commerce in 1930. — 

Mr. Macleay properly laid emphasis ee 
markets which the waterway would open to mid- 
trade to Central and South America, but of the 
growing populations in the states of the south 
and southwest “which are just getting started in 
development—Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Texas—an empire of our own 
for us to help develop.”

KNOX INSTRUCTS FOR STONE,

RIGA, Latvia, March 4-—-When a 
cheka (state police) guard sacreligious- 
ly tore away a little solid gold lamp 
burning in front of a miracle working 
ikon of the Virgin Mary and Child, 
which had burned unfalteringly at the 
Kiev Pecherski monastery for more 
than 200 years, Father Statislav, assist- 
ant father superior, rushed forward, 
striking the guard. The chekist turned, 
striking the 84 year old priest, who 
fell. When his brother priests raised 
him from the floor they found him 
dead. The Kiev soviet authorities re- 
portéd that he died of heart failure, 


The dramatic death of the aged 
priest occurred when a raiding squad 
of the cheka ravaged the monastery, 
confiscating its treasures and evicting 
240 monks from the oldest and most 
renowned monastery of the Russian 
Orthedox church in Ukraine. The mon- 
astery properties, consisting of four- 
teen large buildings, had been nation-

Immigrants flooded into big cities, és- | 
pecially into Chicago.

Prune Pres. 
Of all the substantial fillings for 


ready baked pie shells whole and 
seeded prunes—not the puree—can be 


ymade the most substantial, as much 


SO as apple in pie which, because of 
its bedy or its consistency, as well as 
for other reasons, seems to be so 
gratifying a dessert. 

Prunes with the twenty to thirty 
a pound count make exceedingly pala- 
table pies if they are rightly cooked 
—their flavor kept in, their sking not 
fairly rotted in the cooking. Wash 
these prunes thoroughly, always first 
in cold water, then in warm water, 
allowing this to, stand on the fruit 
three or four minutes. Rub each sép- 
arate prune through the fingers in tak- 


Soak them overnight in two cups of Bob. 


water per pound. In the morning cook 
the prunes gently in an uncovered 
pan until they are tender. If the skins 
should happen ¢o be tough the pan 
may be covered, but the skin of most 
prunes will get. cooked too much in 
a covered pan, while the flesh is being 
cooked enough to come away from the 
pit readily. 

To make a small or individual prune 
pie it is almost necessary to have the 
prune sieved or in a puree. Prepare 
the crust and bake it, then, when ready 
to fill it, take one-third cup of prune 
pulp and fold into it one-third cup 
of cream which has been whipped, 
then cover over with a layer of 
whipped cream. No sugar is needed 
when the prunes are thus diluted with 


the cream. They are much more re-/ 


freshing without the sugar, and while 
we may not call this an exactly sweet- 
less dessert—these are coming into 


popularity and with: good reason—it/ o¢ 


is not in any sense cloyingly sweet. 
Another dessert made in a similar 
way is of the same sort: One-half cup 
prune juice thickened with one table- 
spoon cornstarch, mixed with one-half 


cup of cold boiled riée in a pastry shell.
